Roosevelt ' Says He Has 
Found Unexpected Sup- 
port for Governor in Sev- 
eral States. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 24.—To 
speed up the missionary work for 
Gov. Smith, members of the New 
York delegation have been sum- 
moned to the Governor's headquar- 
ters and instructed by Franklin D. 


Roosevelt, campaign director, to go 
out and win converts among the 
delegates from the South and 
West. 

Roosevelt heightened the hopes 
of thé delegation by announcing 
that delegate after delegate had 
drifted into headquarters from 
states where it was claimed there 
was no sentiment for the New 
York executive. These men and 
women, he added, brought\tidings 
of Smith strength in “unexpected 
quarters.” 

Roosevelt nailed a report that in 
event of an impasse between Smith 
and McAdoo and the elimination of 
the latter, the Governor might con- 
sent to take second place on the 
ticket. 

“You can lay all the money you 
have on this fact,” said Roosevelt, 
“the Democratic candidate for the 
vice presidency will not come from 
New York. That is definite and 
final.” 

Looks After State Business. 

During most of yesterday Smith 
was entirely out of touch with his 
presidential boom. In the morn- 
ing ke transacted’ State business. 
meeting with a board to award 
printing contracts. Most of the 
afternoon was given over to review- 
ing the parade of city employes. 
When he arrived at his headquar- 
ters in the Prudence Building 
shortly after 5 p. m., he asked to 
be informed of developments. 

“Mr. Taggart of Indiana,” the 
Governor was told, “is quoted as 
having said it was a mistake to 
raise the antiklan issue before the 
convention. Have you any com- 
ment to make on this?” 

“No comment.” answered Smith. 

“Will you reply to the speech of 
Mr. McAdoo in which he reflect- 
ed upon New York's brand of hos- 
pitality and attacked the newspa- 
pers and financial interest.” 

„Nothing to say.“ he replied. 

The Governor, who long ago an- 
nounced he did not propose to be- 
come involved in a personal con- 
troversy with McAdoo, parried 
every question that concerned the 
Californian’s presidential prospects 
or attitude. 

Sources of Support. 

Roosevelt, who did most of the 
talking for the Smith camp, ex- 
plained that the “unexpected 
sources of support” for the Gov- 
ernor were Virginia, North Da- 
kota, Souths Dakota, Kentucky, 
Missouri, Washington. Oregon, 
Utah, Colorado, Nebraska. Louisi- 
ana, Florida, Mississippi, West Vir- 
ginia, Maryland and Connecticut. 

Roosevelt expressed gratifica- 
tion over the spirit of the Smith 
Gelegation from Wisconsin. The 
men and women who are to cast 
the States 26 votes arrived early in 
the day and held a rally at Hotel 
Pennsylvania.

in Washingtoa, learned of the re- 
lationship had contributed from 
310,000 to $35,000 to the McAdoo 
campaign for President. 

Naturally such a charge made by 
the Smith people and circulated 
the delegates had a deplor- 
able effect on the efforts to gather 
in McAdoo votes. And when it was 
brought to Rockwell's and Mc- 
Adoo’s attention the manager im- 
mediately put out a categorical de- 
nial. 

Rockwell Denies Story. 

“The assertion contained in an 
article in the New York Evening 
Post, owned and controlled by the 
rich Republican Curtis interests,“ 
Rockwell said, “that the precon- 
vention campaign of Mr. McAdoo 
was financed by E. L. Doheny, is of 
course an utter lie. Mr. Doheny 
has not contributed 1 cent to the 
McAdoo campaign. 

‘Such a flagrant and patent mis- 
representation comes from but one 
cause, the determination of the 
predatory interests at all costs to 
block the nomination of the one 
man whom they justly fear.” 

This statement was notable in 
that it is the only public reference 
to Mr. Doheny that either the Cali- 
fornia candidate or his manager 
have made since their arrival in 
New York. Both are understood 
to be convincéd that the best thing 
to do about the big fees McAdoo re- 
ceived and was promised by Do- 
heny is to ignore them.

a resolution declaring it the sense 
of the delegation that there 
should be no prohibition plank. 
After 20 minutes discussion, 
marked by exchanges of personali- 
tles, the resolution was rejected. 
Gilchrist and Thomas J. Apple- 
yard, also a delegate-at-large, were 
its only supporters. 

Several members of the delega- 
tion joined with Bryan in declar- 
ing it would be a mistake to ‘ie 
his hands with instructions. The 
former Secretary of State pointed 
out that the resolutions committee 
would be made up of divergent ele- 
ments and the drafting of a plat- 
form would be a “Give and Take” 
proposition. His supporters de- 
clared they were willing to trust 
him to urge adoption of a satis- 
factory law enforcement plank. 

Gilchrist, admitting he was out- 
numbered, insisted that his resolu- 
tion be put to a vpte, Bryan re- 
ferred to both him and Appleyard 
as “‘wets,”” a term which Apple- 
yard resented because, he said, he 
had not taken a drink of liquor 
since he was 18 years old. 

Bryan told his colleagues that 
if the Democratic platform did not 
“go as strong“ on law  enforce- 
ment, as the declaration in the Re- 
publican platform, the Den.*crats 
in the coming campaign — ga find 
themselves on the wet side of the 
fence. 

Wayne B. Wheeler, general] coun- 
sel of the Anti-Saloon League, ad- 
dressing a meeting of Congrega- 
tional Ministers said that “a dry 
plank will not help prohibition en- 
forcement laws on the statute 
books at Washington.” 

“Congressmen,” he continued. 
“look to their respective districts 
rather than to planks for instruc- 
tion. A law enforcement plank, 
however, will meet the approval of 
the delegates here just as it did in 
Cleveland, because law enforce- 
ment is a national issue and pro- 
hibition is the established law of 
the land. 

“The Democratic party cannot 
afford to take a less aggressive at- 
titude toward the question of law 
enforcement, than the Republican 
party. They would do well to take 
a stronger position. We are not 
asking for any particular wording 
of the resolution. A4 clean-cut, 
strong law enforcement plank will 
appeal to the people of the 
nation.”

Our Racing Revival. 
ITH racing in St. Louls we 
have either a feast or a 
famine. Racing was killed 
in this community because the 
public bankroll was not equal 
to the drain of 181 days of rac- 
ing. Now, after 18 years of the 
cemetery, they are going to ex- 
hume the corpse of the old 
trouble by reviving the game on 
both sides of the river. 
The East St. Louis plant, which 
is now reported to be in process 
of construction, Is in the State 
of Illinois but it none the less 
will depend largely on St. Louis 
patronage. It, like the proposed 
St. Louis track, will have to 
lunch on the same bank roll. 

Promoters of the revival 
ought to look well, before they 
leap, and make sure that condi- 
tions are right.

What Charles Goodyear Did to Vulcanize Rubber 


hold together, cloth that was wa- 
| ter-proof and rubber blankets. 
Goodyear took out 60 patents on 
his rubber inventions, but most of 
| them failed to attract the public. 
He earned a fair living, that was 
all. Im 1851, after a series of ex- 
periments to make rubber hard, he 
succeeded. Then it became possible 
to make such things as combs, but- 
tons, bottles, inkwells, pen holders, 
etc. 

Rubber goods now began to be in 
demand, but Mr. Goodyear was a 
poor business man and he died in 
poverty. 

Today great rubber factories bear 
his name. The uses ot rubber are 
boundless. Five or six million mo- 
tor cars are traveling on rubber 

tires. Its use in such inventions as 

the telephone, its quality of non- 
conducting electricity, made it val- 

uable in the development of the 
electrical age. Hundreds of mil- 

lions of pounds of rubber are used 
annually and many millions of 
acres in Brazil and Peru are devot- 
ed to the growing of rubber trees.
